HAYMAND’S FIRST MAYOR 

Charles McCarthy Sr. was Raymond's 
Lrst mayor Irom 1903 to 1906 when 
George W. Green became mayor. Mr. 
Mr Carthy wat also the ti .1 inereh- 
an and the first ho.el owner. The 
Raymond Mercantile and the Mc¬ 
Carthy hotel were erected under the 
supervision ol C.W. Lamb in IS01. 
He vs as also the first post-master 
it is interesting to recall how the 
uiaP was handled In those early days. 
The e was no post-office at that 
time and no train service. The mail 
was bought in by train from Great 
Falls over the old Turkey Track to 
Stirling and from there to Raymond 
by borne and buggy. It was then 
dumped into a large box in one cor¬ 
ner of McCarthy's store where each 
person desiring mail would he oblog- 
ed to search out their own mail. A 
little later two (lollies baskets were 
provided into which letters were 
shifted from one to the other until 
I be search was elided. As people be¬ 
gan to pour into Raymond a sina'I 
post office or disti (billing corner w as 
provided by (’has McCarthy ami in
